L. C. Lewis Says No 
Organized Campaign 
Is Under W ay Now 


There is as yet no organized 
cam paign to create a new ‘‘Des­ 
ert County” said L. C. Lewis of 
Cathedral City, president of the 
Desert Associates and chairman 
of the Coachella Valley Advisory 
Planning committee. 
‘‘But there is an increasing 
* pressure from individual citizens 
fdr action. It may come early 
next year." he added. The Des­ 
ert Associates 
m ay 
he 
called 
upon to spearhead such a drive. 


THE DESERT AREA is not get­ 
ting good government from Riv­ 
erside county, he said bluntly, 
and th a t is why there is the 
growing tide of feeling for a new 
county, 
carved 
out of present 
Riverside county and including 
the vast and rich area between 
the San Jacinto m ountains and 
the Colorado river. 
It probably will be up to the 
1950 officers of Desert Associates 
whether to accept leadership of 
a secession move. Lewis stated. 
He pointed out that the Coachlla 
Valley Advisory Planning com­ 
mittee cannot be involved, since 
its sole purpose is to work with 
the Riverside County Planning 
commission in an advisory c a ­ 
pacity to p r o m ' o t e the best 
growth of the valley. 


L E W I S ALSO ANNOUNCED 
’ that the Investigation of seces­ 
sion procedure by Harry Harper 
of Palm Springs is being made 
on Harper's own initiative 
to 
answer an ever-increasing flow 
of questions by Coachella Valley 
taxpayers. Harper is secretary of 
both the Desert Associates and 
the planning committee. 
Harper’s study, Lewis declared, 
comes as a result of growing 
pressure on Desert Associates for 
a new county. 
"Sentiment for 'Desert County’ 
grew after the board of super­ 
visors amended the zoning ordi­ 
nance to permit the Guiberson 
cement plant to go in without 
county regulation," Lewis said, 
‘‘and began to crystalize after 
the county-wide 
election 
su p ­ 
ported the stand of the super­ 
visors.” 


IN SUPPORT of the charge that 
the county government is not 
•vv^dning right by the desert areas, 
•«L ew is cited a recent talk with 
-■ «W illiam Smilh. chairm an of the 
Los Angeles county board of s u ­ 
pervisors.

Twice Holds Up Testimony 


In Fatal Shooting Hearing 


COLLAPSES—Mrs. Sophie Petrillo sobs during courtroom session 
as her attorney, Eugene Walker, strives to comfort her. 


Delayed twice in tw o days because of the rajiidlv de­ 
teriorating physical condition of the defendant, trial of 
Mrs. Sophie Petrillo for murder of her husband Peter 
Petrillo, local cafe manager, here September 19, was 
scheduled to be resumed this morning in superior court at 
Riverside. 
W hether Alma Prima, divorced 
wife of the band leader and "the 
other w o m an ” in the case will 
appear on the witness stand will 
probably be decided today. 


THE STATE RESTED its case 
suddenly Friday morning w ith­ 
out calling on the dancer to ap ­ 
pear. She had been billed as the 
"star w itness” for the prosecution 
but E ugene Walker, attorney for 
the defense, also w ants her on 
the w-itness stand, he said. 
W alker asked for adjournm ent 
Friday after Mrs. Petrillo again 
became violently ill. On the pre­ 
vious d a y the session w as a d ­ 
journed at noon because of her 
collapse in the court foom. 


PROSECUTOR MACKEY rested 
the state's case and consented to 
adjournm ent 
and

to

request th at he be permitted to 
re-open the state's case today. 
Mrs. Prim a has

POLICE CHIEF A. G. Kettmann 
was on the witness stand Thurs­ 
day w hen Mrs. Petrillo first col­ 
lapsed. He w as testifying about 


his interrogation of Mrs. Petrillo 
after the shooting. 
He said that Mrs. Petrillo told 
him during the questioning she 
got her husband's pistol 
from 
under his pillow and followed 
him to the bathroom where she 
said. "Pete, you've hurt me." 
Then. K ettm ann said. Mrs. Pe­ 
trillo told him the gun went off 
and Peter spun around and said. 
“Sophie, you've gone and done- 
it.”

SHOOTING 
followed 
a 
lengthy 
argum ent 
over 
Mrs. 
Prima. 
Just w hy she didn't show' up 
at the trial Friday was a matter 
for m uch conjecture. 
W alker 
told 
newsmen 
Mrs. 
Prima is "hiding out.” 
Assistant District Attorney Ray 
Sullivan said. "We had two ways 
to proceed and we decided on one 
of them. T h at’s all." 
Reporters interpreted th at to 
m ean that the state had decided

newspaper

acquiring radio hroadcasting s t a ­ 
tions. rather than recoiling from 
them 
as 
"new-fangled, 
unfair 
competition," in the newspapers' 
territory, the early 
reaction 
of 
m any a powerful publisher to 
radio. He balks, however, at tele ­ 
vision. 
“I have temporarily abandoned 
television plans." he said y e ster­ 
day as he sun-lazied beside Los 
Arboles’ new swimming pool. "It 
is my considered opinion that the 
only people m aking money in 
television today are the people 
selling the sets. 


"A TELEVISION broadcastsing 
installation costs anywhere from 
$250,000 to a million dollars. The 
picture is too uncertain to m ak e 
such an investment a profitable 
risk as FFC is unable to settle 
what allocations will be. On a 
full time schedule a station ean 
lose anywhere from $250,000 to 
half a million a year. The idea 
that radio in its present form is 
on the way out I regard as ridic­ 
ulous: just as ridiculous to think 
that television will supplant r a ­ 
dio as it was for newpapers to 
think th at radio would supplant 
newspapers."

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County Seat Believes Split Unnecessary 


W ith dissatisfaction growing in the 
desert area over neglect and slights from 
th e county governm ent, the cou n ty seat 
is becom ing concerned over the growing 
unrest but believes th a t affairs can be 
adjusted w ithout reaching the lim it of an 
actual physical split. 
Sunday m o rn in g ’s Riverside Enterprise, 
u nder the heading: “D esert C ounty—Is 
It Much Ado About N othing?" set forth 
th e views of the county seat in its leading 
editorial which follows: 
Most of us in Riverside consider Feb. 
25, 1893 a gloriaus d ay in our history, 
because it was on th a t d ay th at Riverside 
county w as form ed from portions of San 
B ernardino and San Diego county. We 
h ad seceded. 
The rum blings of an o th er secession 
m ovem ent have been grow ing louder. Will 
th e eastern portion of our county soon 
have a glorious day of its own, to mark 
its independence from Riverside? O r will 
these rum blings from th e desert ru n their 
course and be buried w ith such forgotten 
causes as th e cam paign for a Pom ona 
county? 
This g rav ey ard fate is likely. A nd yet 
th e sentim ent for a D esert county is more 
th a n mere Fourth-of-July enthusiasm for 
the idea of secession: you can m ak e a 
p retty good case for th e form ation of a 
D esert county. 
To begin w ith this is an im m ense 
county w ith a county se at off in one cor­ 
ner. Much of the county finds it a long 
drive to the courthouse. 
Then too the very n am e Desert county 
m ight help in th e prom otion of desert 
vacations and th e sale of the products 
of desert agriculture. 
But the people who are enthusiastic 
ab o u t a D esert county are stressing a 
th ird reason: O ur county governm ent has 
been indifferent to th e problem s and 
needs of the desert. 
Despite the validity or partial validity 


of these argum ents, th e re are m any stop 
signs along th e secession road. The di­ 
vision of the county would be ag ain st the 
trend of progressive local governm ent, 
trem endously expensive and difficult if 
not impossible to accomplish. 
The millions of dollars which a new 
county would have to invest in office 
buildings, 
jails, 
hospitals, autom obiles 
and ty p ew riters would be only the be­ 
ginning. From th at point the added ex­ 
pense would fall on both counties. A 
thousand and one ad m in istrativ e func­ 
tions would be duplicated: and th e cost 
of perform ing them for two small coun­ 
ties would be much g re a te r than for one 
large county. 
D istances are shrinking. F ast au to m o ­ 
biles an d m odern h ig h w ay s are bringing 
the desert closer to Riverside; and it will 
be closer still in the y e a rs ahead. 
The legal hurdles to form ing a new 
county? The sta te law would require th a t 
50 per cent of the v o ters of the entire 
county approve the form ation of a new 
county. Since this looks impossible, those 
who would launch a new county feel th ey 
would need a special a c t of the legisla­ 
ture. T his looks alm ost equally im pos­ 
sible. 
The advocates of a new county would 
need first of all a unified sentim ent in 
their own area— a sentim ent th a t doesn’t 
now exist and perhaps couldn’t be de­ 
veloped. 
But despite the ex trem e unlikelihood 
of there ever being a new county, the des­ 
ert people have reason to talk of it. And 
their talk should be ta k e n seriously. 
T hey 're entitled to a sm ypathetic con­ 
sideration of th e ir problem s and to m ore 
of the 
benefits of co u n ty governm ent. 
T hey’re entitled, for exam ple, to th a t 
branch courthouse which has been stalled 
so long in the discussion stage. 
W ith a l i t t l e intelligence Riverside 
county can be held to g e th e r not only in 
body, but in spirit.
